IS.—Three 
members of the board of public serv­ 
ice, two city employes, the president 
of the Cleveland-Trinidad Paving: com­ 
pany and two of its employes, and tho 
Columbus m anager of the American 
Sewer Pipe company, have been indict­ 
ed by the grand jury as the result of 
an investigation of charges of bribery 
in connection with 
the contract for 
paving E ast Broad 
street, the most 
fashionable 
residence street 
of the 
city. 
The disclosures in tile paving scan­ 
dal were precipitated by a confession 
made by Nelson Cannon, former Co­ 
lumbus superintendent of the Cleve­ 
land-Trinidad 
Paving 
company, 
to 
which the paving contract was aw ard­ 
ed. 
According to Cannon’s story Fred 
J. Immel, president of the Columbus 
board 
of public service, 
and Fred 
Lied, vice president of the board, were 
each promised $3,000 for voting to give 
the contract to the Cleveland-Trinidad 
company, and Charles 
E. Burr, the 
third m em ber of the board, was prom ­ 
ised $2,000 for his vote. 
It was also 
alleged by Cannon that the full $3,000 
was paid to Immel and that $2,000 was 
paid to Lied 
at. different 
times by 
President Bramley of the CleVotand- 
Trinidad company, H. C. Lang, Colum­ 
bus representative 
of the company, 
and himself.

Arthur A. Beck, assistant city en- 
gim er, who resigned immediately af­ 
ter t::o bribery disclosure, is alleged 
to have I emi promised a division of all 
monev allowed on padded estimates 
m d Alfred 
A. Shoemaker,

been on ilie pay roll of the Cleveland- 
T rin id ad company.

n o n , B r ck received about $5<i0.

New York, March 13.—The end of 
the Thaw trial at last seems to he in 
sight and the twelve men who have 
been in the jury box for nearly eight 
weeks are to be H arry Thaw’s judges. 
Tentative plans for the final stages of 
the trial have been agreed upon by op­ 
posing counsel, even to the detail of 
allotting the time for the summing up. 
District Attorney Jerom e has at last 
burned behind him all bridges leading 
to a lunacy commission and has irre­ 
vocably pointed his course to proving 
that Thaw 
was sane when 
he shot 
Stanford White and that being sane 
his crime constituted 
murder in the 
first degree. 
Within ten days or two 
weeks the case should be in the ju ry ’s 
hands. 
Mr. 
Jerome 
played probably the 
strongest 
card 
he 
holds—evidence 
which came to his 
knowledge but a 
few' days ago and which undoubtedly 
caused 
him to abandon the 
idea of 
sending W hite’s slayer to a madhouse 
and to try for a straight out convic­ 
tion under the criminal statutes. 
The 
evidence 
came from Mrs. 
Stanford 
W hite’s brother, Jam es Clinch Smith, 
who told a rem arkably clear, succinct 
story of tho events of Madison Square 
Garden the night W hite was killed and 
of a long conversation 
he had with 
Thaw just prior to the shooting. 
It seems 
that Thaw sat for 
some 
time with Smith 
during the fateful 
first performance of “Mam’selle Cham­ 
pagne" 
and discussed 
with 
him a 
variety 
of topics 
in a manner, 
Mr 
Smith declared, such as any sane man 
would talk. 
Mr. Smith gave the con­ 
versation in detail, omitting nothing, 
he asserted. 


Thaw Talked Rationally. 
With the brother-in-law of the man 
wrho was so soon to be a victim of his 
pistol, Thaw discussed the play, Wall 
street, common acquaintances, plans 
for 
the 
sum m er and 
many 
other 
things, including a "buxom brunette" 
whom Thaw declared he was anxious 
to have Smith meet. 
Thaw said he 
and his wife were going abroad later 
in the summer. 
There was no hint 
anywhere in the repeated conversa­ 
tion of Thaw ’s intent to inflict bodily 
harm upon 
anyone. 
Mr. Smith did 
say, however, tHat Thaw, not having 
a reserved 
seat, roamed 
around the 
garden and continually looked in the 
direction of the spot where he subse­ 
quently killed Stanford White. 
Attorney Delmas, for 
the defense, 
bitterly fought the introduction of this 
testimony for nearly 
two hours, re­ 
newing his argument begun Monday 
afternoon. 
H e 
declared 
that 
Mr. 
Smith was properly a witness in chief 
and should not be allowed to testify in 
rebuttal. 
Mr. Jerom e replied that he 
had known only for 
a few days the 
real value of Mr. Smith’s testimony— 
the conversations with Thaw—and he 
appealed to the discretion of the court 
to allow the testimony to go in. 
Justice Fitzgerald held that in the 
interest of justice 
the jury 
was en­ 
titled to all the facts. 
It w'as one of 
the most serious blows the judge has 
dealt the defense since the trial be­ 
gan. 
There was another policeman on the 
stand during the day who saw Thaw 
the night of the tragedy and who de­ 
clared the 
defendant at that 
time 
acted in a rational manner. 


Not Allowed to Testify. 
Mr. Jerom e also summoned to the 
Stand Dr. Carlton Flint, the physician 
to w hom Evelyn Nesbit Is said to have 
gone with "Jack" Barrymore, the ac­ 
tor. 
Mr. Delmas 
objected and Dr. 
Flint was not allow ed,to testify. 
It 
was said later th at Dr. Flint had been 
served with a new subpoena—by tin 
defense—and that he would be called 
In sur-rebuttal to answer the questions 
he was not permitted to answer. 
As the last witness of the day, tin 
district attorney called Rudolph Fck- 
myer, the photographer w'ho took the 
pictures 
of 
Evelyn 
Nesbit 
Thaw 
which have 
been Introduced 
in evi­ 
dence. 
The 
photographer wan 
em ­ 
ployed by Stanford White. 
Tie had 
no 
sooner 
been sworn 
than it 
do 
ycleped that Eekmyer had also been 
employed by White to make the pho­ 
tographic copy of the affidavit Evelyn 
Nesbit is said to have made in Abra­ 
ham Hummel’s office. 
Mr. Eekm yer 
identified 
the negatives made 
from 
the affidavits, but they were not offer 
od 
in evidence. 
Mr. 
Jerom e 
next 
tried to get the 
photographer to*flx 
the dates of certain pictures for which 
Fyelyn Neah it posed,, hoping, thus to 


establish Hic day the Nesbit girl says 
she had the experience with Stanford 
W hite 
In th e 
Twenty-fourth 
street 
bouse. 
Mr. Delmas objected on the ground 
that tim' evidence tended to contradict 
Mrs. Thaw’s story and was not per­ 
missible. 
Mr. Jerome said he desired 
to take advantage of the waiver Mr. 
Dermas had made at the beginning of 
the trial in regard to rebutting Mrs. 
Thaw ’s story. 
"If you v.ill Ie* mc fix the date of 
these pictures," he said heatedly, "I 
will show that on the night following 
the day they were taken, when Mrs. 
Thaw says she was ruined, Stanford 
W hite was not in the Twenty-fourth 
street house at all." 
Mr. Jerome fairly shouted the last 
wards and pounded the table before 
him. 
Mr. Delmas said he m ust stand 
upon his objection, 
and it was sus­ 
tained. 
He then moved that the dis­ 
trict attorney’s "improper rem arks for 
which he has given much emphasis of 
voice and gesture,” be stricken from 
the records. 
Mr. Jerome retorted by asking the 
court to instruct the jury that the' al­ 
leged ravishment or nonravishment of 
Evelyn Nesbit had nothing whatever 
to do with the case. 
Justice Fitzgerald admonished th^ 
jurors to pay no attention 
to the re* 
m arks 
of counsel addressed 
to tho 
court and to confine themselves strict­ 
ly to the evidence. 
It was after 
this conflict 
that the 
agreement as to the cloning stag* a was 
reached. 
Mr. Jerome said he would 
introduce as witnesses Abraham Hum 
moi 
and his 
stenographer. 
Then if 
plans carried, he would conclude the 
state’s 
case with 
the testimony 
of 
three experts—Doctors 
Austin Flint, 
Carlos MacDonald and William Mahon. 
It was agreed that after the defense 
has put in its case in sur-rebuttal each 
side shall have one clear day for the 
summing up. 
Th'*n will follow Ute 
charge of the court and the considera­ 
tion of the evidence by the jury. 
The 
experts will 
not he reached 
before 
Thursday, 
and. 
figuring 
upon 
the 
disposal of one a day the last of the 
trio will not he examined until Mon­ 
day next. 
The defense will probably 
occupy the remainder of next week 
and the 
summing up will 
begin on 
Monday, March 25. 
That will bring the 
charge to the 
Jury on Wednesday, March 27.

NEARLY A HUNDRED KILLED 
Louisville, Ky., March 
13.—A con­ 
tinuation of disorders; tho suspension 
of service at 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
after an interm ittent and ineffectual 
service and the first move toward in­ 
tervention by the commercial interests 
of the city were the features of the 
third day of the strike of the union 
employes 
of the louisville 
Railway 
company. During the day half a dozen 
persons, all policomon or employes of 
tho company, were hurt, none of them 
dangerously, however, 
by stones and 
flying glass as the result of attacks 
on cars by strike sympathizers. 
A 
few more cars were run than on the 
previous 
day 
but 
the 
patronage 
amounted to nothing. 
Commit teas representing the busi­ 
ness interests called on Mayor Barth 
to lay before him 
reports of i n a d e ­ 
quate force cf police for protection of 
cars and passengers and suppression 
of 
disorders. 
Mayor Barth 
pledged 
himself to see that police protection 
would be up to all requirements. The 
committee sent subcommittees to con­ 
fer with President Minary of the rail­ 
way company. 
The result of this con­ 
ference was strictly guarded. 
It was 
reported, however, on good authority 
that the commercial bodies urged Mr. 
Minary to consent to an arbitration of 
the strike issues, but that no definite 
decision was arrived at and further 
negotiations are looked for. 
Cars were stoned and their windows 
broken, 
switches 
plugged, 
wagons 
placed on tracks, and in one instance 
a barricade six feet high was erected 
across the tracks at Eighteenth and 
Chestnut streets. 
The suburban serv 
ice, 
which 
was 
discontinued at 
3 
o'clock 
Monday afternoon, 
has not 
been resumed, and the street car com­ 
pany announced that no attempt will 
he made at present to operate cars on 
these branches of the city service. 
The clay’s 
events seemed 
to h a v e 
demonstrated that the street railway 
company has not the men to run Its 
cars, even lf they are given police pro­ 
tection, 
although 
over 
IOO 
strike 
breakers arrived from 
Chicago and 
Cincinnati. 
The 
strikers 
claim 
to 
have won ovor a fourth of these. Over 
400 more men tire reported to be on 
their way 
from Chicago, 
Cincinnati 
and St. Louis.

powdoi 
magazines on board the French battle­ 
ship lima blew up at 1:35 p. in. and 
as a result Captain Adigard, the com­ 
mander 
of the 
battleship; 
Captain 
Vertiez, chief of staff 
of the 
Medi­ 
terranean squadron, and from seventy 
to eighty bluejackets are dead, while 
Roar Admiral Manceron and hundreds 
of other men 
are suffering from in­ 
juries, some of them horrible In their 
extent. 
Naval circles are aghast and 
the public Is stunned by the appalling 
catastrophe coming so soon after the 
loss of the 
French submarine 
boat 
Latin, 
In which 
sixteen men 
met 
death. 
The entire after part of the Jena 
was blown to pieces. 
Tho bodies of 
the victims were hurled through the 
air by a succession of explosions and 
panic-stricken workmen at the arsenal 
fled from the vicinity of tho drydoek 
for their 
lives. 
Scores of those 
on 
board the Iona Jumped overboard onto 
the stone quays and sustained serious 
Injuries. 
The primary cause of tile accident 
was the explosion of a torpedo. W hat 
caused the explosion 
is not known, 
but the powder magazines of the Iona 
were set on fire and their contents in 
exploding practically destroyed what 
was considered one of the best ves­ 
sels in the 
French navy. 
The 
Iona 
had just undergone a final inspection 
of her hull and machinery, the latter 
having been 
completely overhauled 
preparatory to Joining the squadron. 


Over Six Hundred Men Aboard. 


The crew was In its full strength, be­ 
ing composed 
of the rear 
admiral, 
twenty-four other officers and f.30 men. 
The magazines had been replenished 
recently and contained many tons of 
both smokeless and Mack powder as 
well as a number of charges for tor­ 
pedoes. 
The crew of tho bum had finished 
its midday meal only a short time be­ 
fore tho explosion and had dispersed 
to various parts of the vessel.

bad boon detailed to ablend a lecture 
that was boing given forward. 
Tho first shock was extremely vio­ 
lent and shook tho vessel fore and aft. 
It was 
followed Instantly 
by other 
shocks. 
Tho crew was thrown into a 
condition of panic. 
They rushed wildly hither and thith­ 
er about the deck. 
T he n u n forward 
who had been attending the lecture 
clambered 
over 
the bulwarks 
and 
Jumped down, some of them onto the 
dock and others 
to tho s t o n e quay. 
Many of those' who jumped sustained 
fatal injuries. 
Tin' hundreds of men below dock 
were In a fearful position. 
They wore 
enshrouded in smoke and while they 
groped Iholr 
way toward the 
exits 
th e y b e c a m e the prey 
of suffocating 
fumes, which caused many of them to 
fa ll unconscious. 


Explosions Became More Frequent. 


In the 
m eantime the 
detonations 
had become more frequent and the en­ 
fin* after part of tho Iona, which was 
virtually blown to pieces, caught fire. 
Shells and charges of explosives In 
tho magazines continued to explode 
and masses of metal were hurled Into 
the air to fall everyw here about the 
decks and the arsenal. 
These flying 
missiles demolished the torpedo shed, 
the engine works and the pumphouae 
nearby and constituted a most serious 
menace to the lives of those who made 
their way toward the battleship to be­ 
gin the work of rescue. 
In spite of the danger many heroic 
efforts were m ade,to render assistance 
but for the most part in vain. 
The 
Iona was aflame from 
bursting pro 
jeetllos, 
and the 
fire prevented 
ap­ 
proach. 
It is declared that for thirty 
minutes the authorities wore linable to 
discover the keys with which to open 
the locks to flood the 
dry dock and 
submerge the ship, but when they did 
finally open the locks the water rushed 
in onto the bum 
and tho explosions 
came to an end. 
Then amidst m asses of dense smoke 
the search for the dead and wounded 
was commenced. 
T he lower decks of 
the Iona were littered with fragm ents 
of shattered and torn bodies, while the 
surrounding w ater was 
dotted with 
human fragments. 
It will be impossible 
to ascertain 
the exact number of killed and wound­ 
ed until morning when a roll call will 
be held, 
as many of the men 
were 
completely blown to pieces while oth­ 
ers were incinerated. 
Many of those 
who escaped 
with 
their lives 
suffered most 
severe in­ 
juries and becoming 
temporarily in­ 
sane rushed frantically around the vi­ 
cinity of the dry dock until Bhoy fell 
exhausted. 
The arsenal authorities organized 
an ambulance service without loss of 
tinily and s e n t a long procession of in­ 
jured n u n to the hospitals.

of invective and sarcasm and is as well 
very droll at times and holds tho atten­ 
tion of his audience perfectly. 
Bis des­ 
criptions of the tomb of Robert Louis 
Stevenson and of the family worship of 
the family of a Samoan chief were word 
pictures with a delicate beauty hard to 
be surpassed, while at other times his 
words, gestures and facial expression al­ 
most approached buffoonery. 
The lecturer took his audience a part 
of the way around the world, leaving 
them at the Fiji Islands in the South 
seas, at tho close of the address. Bis 
lecture was largely on the work done by 
the missionaries, whom ho lauded very 
highly and was full of bitter denuncia 
tion of their critics, all of whom he de­ 
clared to be rascals.

Construction of Ditch--Thinks it 


Practicable 
E ditor D i s p a t c h — 
We road in your March 8th issue an 
article supposed to be written by Mr. L. 
Bailey, of Crow Wing, but it is gener­ 
ally thought that Mr. Bailey only al­ 
lowed his name to bo used. 
I n the first place ho says he is familiar 
with the county in which ditch No. l l 
is to bo constructed, also what snit! ditch 
is to accomplished and that its is im­ 
possible to establish such a ditch on ac­ 
count of qiek sand filling up said ditch. 
Now what we wish to say is that there 
are ditches in several milos of this 
meadow and swamp land that have 
stood for 15 or 20 years and are within 
a few inches now of being as deep as 
when they were dug, and they have 
never been cleaned out or any care taken 
of thorn. These ditches are probably 
two 
feet wide by about 
tho same in 
depth and water has been running in 
them most of the time for tho past four 
yaars. 
Mr. J. W. Porter, one of tho men on 
tho remonstrance was in favor of a 
ditch a year ago and said ho would give 
$200 besides his regular tax, if they 
would construct same. Last spring a 
party of Brainerd, capatalists visited 
Mr. Porter and told him to got hold of 
all the land he could at reasonable fig­ 
ures, they would furnish him the money 
and pay him well for his trouble. Mr. 
Porter was unable to buy, and is now 
tighti ng the ditch. 
What these Brainerd capitalists idea 
is, is supposed to keep the valuation of 
these lands down until they can secure 
them. 
There is supposed to bo in the neigh­ 
borhood of 3,(XX) acres that this ditch 
will open up of the richest and best 
land in Crow Wing county, and all 
within easy reach of Brainerd. 
In the past few years Morrison coun­ 
ty has constructed agreat many ditches 
and Little Falls has prospered from the 
effects of it, while Brainerd with her 
largo R. R. shops has been what, in tho 
voice of ber own people, a is dead town, if 
it were not for the shops what would 
we do? 
A part of tho Commercial club of 
Brainerd are the ones that are against 
this ditch, but if the club would take 
this matter up and look to the benefits, 
that this land “practically speaking” 
sturts from her city limits, they would 
be doing something for their city worth 
mentioning for ages to corno. 
Put the surplus water in the Missis­ 
sippi river to float logs on that is where 
it belong.
